WHAT IS CLAIMED: 

7. A method of inhibiting blood coagulation in a patient in need 
thereof comprising administering to said patient a coagulation inhibitor 
selected from the group consisting of protein Z and ZPI in an amount 
sufficient to inhibit blood coagulation. 

11. The method of Claim 7 in which the coagulation inhibitor is ZPI.
